Deep  planting  frequently  causes  shy  flower- 
ing. 

We  furnish  only  freshly  dug  roots  with 
plenty  of  good  strong  eyes,  and  should  not 
be  compared  with  the  small  dry  roots  fre- 
quently offered.
